Iixhaustion of German raw ma- 
erials and years. of semi-starva- 
tion assisted in the process of beat- 
ing down the enemy into a sub- 
missive frame of mind. 

It also significant that the 
establishment of allied supremacy 
in the field almost synchronized 
with the unification of military 
control and the appointment of Gen- 
eral, now Marshal Foch, to the postN 
of supreme command. Military 
commentators without exception lay 
stress upon the importance of lead- 
ership and the genius of Foch in 
stemming and finally turning the 
tide. 

Among the individual leaders, 
aside from Foch, whose names stand 
out most prominently, are Marshal 
Joffre, who saved France in her 
darkest days of the summer of 1914; 
Field Marshal Haig, the _ British 
commander General Petain, at the 
head of the French forces: General] 
Diaz, who on the Italian front beat 
beck last summer’s great Austnran 
offensive and later tore the Austrian 
armies ta pieces in a few weeks, 
and General Pershing. 

On the German side are Field Mar- 
shal von Hindenburg, a compara- 
tively obscure officer, who leaped 
into world-wide fame by his defeat 
of the Russians in 1914, and subsee 
quently became the idol of Germany. 
When Von Hindenburg was at the 
height of his fame, a great wooden 
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up, a monument to the power which 
is now broken. It stands today in 
fJerlin, unless the new masters of 
Germany have torn it down. 

Savajcvo Tragedy Started War. 

It was late in June, 1914, that the 
world was stirred by the murder in 
Sarajevo, Bosnia, of Archduke Fran- 
cis Ferdinand, the Austrian heir ap- 
parent and nis wife. Austria, back- 
ed by Gérmany, accused Serbia of 
instigating the crime and made de- 
mands which Serbia accepted in 
part. Austria would not agree to 
arbitrate the demands not accepted 
by Serbia, and the foreign office® in| 
London, Paris and Petrograd failed 
to swerve Austria from her course. 

Austria-Hungary began hostilitiés 
on July 27, 1914, by attacking Ser- 
bia and within a week Germany had 
joined her, while France, Great Brit- 
ain and Russia had thrown their 
forces against Germany and Austria. 
As the war went on the number of 
nations involved increased until the 
conflict became the greatest ia the 
history of the world. - 

Declaring war on France, Ger- 
many on August 1, 1914, threw her 
armies toward Hrance by way of 
Belgium. Fighting for the main- 
tenance of their neutrality, the Bel-; 
gians checked the oncoming horde 
for a time, but within two months 
the Prussian armies were within a 
few miles of Paris, from which the 
government had fled. 

One of the vital moments of the 
war had arrived. In a battle of 
dramatic changes the enemy hordes 
were hurled back to north of the 
Marne. 

Turkey soon entered the war on 
the side of Germany and Italy 
joined the allies. 3ulgaria came in 
with Germany, 4nd Serbia and Mon- 
tenegro were overrun. On April 6, 
1917, the United States, unable to 
force Germany by peaceful means to 
conduct her ruthless submarine war- 
fare in keeping with international 
law, threw her forces into the strug- 


le. 

At that time the imperial govern- 
ment of Russia had been over- 
thrown and a provisional democrat- 
ic government instituted. In Italy 
the armies of King Victor Emmanuel 
were driving back the Austrians in| 
the Trentino and on the Isonzo. In! 
I‘rance the French and British were 
hammering at the German lines with 
little apparent results. 

The autumn of 1917 witnessed the 
defeat of the Italian armies and, 
their retreat to the Piave line. Al-j 
most simultaneously American 
troops appeared on the western 
the first time, while the 
French and British armies were 
holding positions of strategic im- 
portance from the North sea to 
Switzerland. During the winter of 
1917-1918 American aid became more 
effective and Russia dropped d6ut 
hecause of the Bolsheviki coup. 


Germany’s Last Grent Effort. 


Germany, at the beginning of 
1918, announced her purpose to end 
the war by an offensive in France. 
It was her last mighty effort, and 
for weeks the world wondered when 
the enemy hordes would be stopped. 
The turn in the fighting came on 
July 18, when Marshal Foch launch- 
ed the Americans and French in an 
attack, Since that fateful day for 
Germany the allied armies on all 
fronts have met with continued suc- 
cess, 

Germany's ultimate defeat became 
more certain as the summer advanc- 
ed. The first break in the ranks of 
the central powers came with the 
defection of Bulgaria late in Sep- 
tember. Turkey signed armistice 
terms the last of October and Aus- 
tria-Hungary tendered the white 
flag to Italy on November 4, when 
hostilities ceased on all the Austrian 
fronts. Germany attempted to bring 
about a negotiated peace, but how

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SHIP MAGNATE. BALLIN 
PASSES INTO UNKNOWN 


Copenhagen, November 19.—Albert 
Ballin, general director of the Ham- 
burg-American Steamship company, 
died suddenly on Saturday, accord- 
ing tO an announcement made in 
Berlin. 


Albert Ballin, whose death is an- 
nounced at Berlin, apart from being 
one of thé greatest shipping men 
of the world prior to the outbreak 
of the war, was somewhat celebrat- 
ed because of his intimacy with the 
German emperor. On all shipping 
matters he was the emperor's trust- 
ed adviser, second, only on occasion, 
to Grand Admiral von Tirpitz. 

There was a report, widely circu- 
jated, that the resignation of Von 
Tirpitz was finally brought about 
by Ballin, who declared himself op- 
posed to many features of the sub- 
marine policy, and, having the em- 
peror’s ear, was said to have warned 
him of the serious consequences of 
the useless destruction of merchant 
ships. 

This was in 1916, but after the 
United States entered the war, Herr 
Ballin had little to say and soon 
fell into disfavor, probably because 
of his failure to support the em- 
peror and the government in .the 
policy which had brought about a 
state of war between Germany and 
the United States. ' 

There is a well authenticated 
story of a conference between the 
emperor, Von Hindenburg, Luden- 
dorff and Ballin, in which the ship- 
Ping man, after listening to the 
glowing account of the military sit- 
uation given by the military lead- 
ers, told the emperor that every ex- 


tra month of the war meant an ad- 
ditional year in getting out of the 
ruin after the war. 
he did not expect to live to 
Germany out of her difficulties. 
Albert Ballin was born August 15, 
1857. He had devoted all his life to 
Shipping and had been honored in 
many ways and by various coun- 
tries.

Finding no other way to 
cross that river, he plunged in and 
swam it, tr@veling at night, and 
managed to reach the Swiss frontier.

Editor Constitution: Ten years 
ago interest was revived in the 
Florida canal project and a meet- 
ing was called to be held in Bt.

TUBERCULOSIS AND MARRIAGE. 
Tuberculosis is a disease of youth 
and marriage is an institution which 
thrives best in the romantic era. 
Therefore, the question daily arises: 
may an individual who has recov- 
ered from lung tuberculosis safely 
marry? And may a young man or 
young woman safely marry such an 
individual? And are children of 
such union likely to be physically 
weak or have tuberculosis of glands, 
spine, or other part of the body? 


The toxin of the tubercle bacillus 
is a stimulant. One with tubercu- 
losis in the active state, that is, with 
slight fever part or all the day, rap- 
id pulse, cough, and expectoration 
and other symptoms, is overstimu- 
lated by a rather excessive dose of 
tubercle bacillus toxin, or call it tu- 
berculin self-produced. Besides 
overstimulating the nervous system 
and circulation the tuberele toxin 
seems to stimulate amativeness and 
temperament. In the early stage of 
tuberculosis the youth is living ina 
perpetual sprfngtime and love af- 
fairs are quite the usual thing. He 
is also inclined to be abnormally 
sanguine, so that he-is sure he is 
much better or stronger than his 
doctor seems to think. This latter 
effect of tuberculin overstimulation 
is a great obstacle to the successful 
treatment of tuberculosis, because 
it prompts so many victims to en- 
gineer their own  treatment—the 
doctor not being competent as 
they think he should be for the job. 

No one with active tuberculosis 
should even consider marriage, for 
his own sake and for the sake of the 
prospective partner. It foolhar- 
dy fora young man or young woman 
With tuberculosis not yet arrested 
to associate in the intimate way of 
lovers with a prospective partner, 
if the health and happiness of that 
partner are worth preserving. The 
disease is almost certain to be con- 
veved from one lover to the other. 
It is certain to be conveyed from 
husband to wife or wife to husband 
living together. <A child born at 
the time when either parent has 
active tuberculosis is sure to be in- 
fected in the first months or years 
of life, whether the disease in the 
child develops in active form then 
vears later. 

With the individual whose tuber- 
culosis arrested marriage is an- 
other question. There is no danger 
of infection from one with arrested 
tuberculosis. The question to be 
answered in every such case is: Can 
the individual maintain health in the 
after-marriage environment? This 
question can be intelligently an- 
swered only by the individual's own 
r a careful considera-

This week the situation will nec- 
essarily revolve around political 
events in Europe and the way the 
trade construes them. Of late the 
tendency has been to swing back 
to the conviction held by the mar- 
ket during the first four years of 
the war that peace would mean 
higher values for the staple. Until 
more settled conditions prevail in 
Europe it will be difficult for the 
market to respond to those factors 
which ordinarily influence fluctua- 
tions.

NOTE IN STEEL 
DURING WEEK 


New York, November 10.—(Weekly | 
Metal Review.—Although there was 
no slackening’ in war production } 
during the week, peace considera. | 
tions dominated the steel industry. 
Cancellation of several- contracts 
resulting from the modification of 
government projects, notably of the 
shipbuilding program and the 
holding up of allocations of allied 
orders for barbed wire have served 
to emphasize the uncertainty of the 
outlook. Further cancellations of 
contracts for shell steel and other 
purely war products are expected 
upon the cessation of hositilities. | 
Announcement of a definite control 
policy for the transition period, 
therefore, is anxiously awaited. 

No new business worth report- 
ing has lately been booked, but sev- 
eral iron and steel producers are 
putting out feelers to test the mar- 
ket for these materials for after- 
war delivery. The curtailment of 
war requirements, it is believed, will 
be offset by increasing business 
from the railroads, while continued 
heavy demand for shipbuilding steel 
is reckoned as a certainty. 

Varying results are shown by reé- 
ports of individual copper producers 
on October output, but generally 
they point to a smaller aggregate 
than in September. The position of 
this metal is virtually unchanged. 

Lead is available at the estab- 
lished price for war néeds only. Peace 
prospects have cut the inquiry for 
spelter and the market rules easy. 
The tin market is extremely quiet 
following announcement of the gov- 
ernment control plan which has 
been protested by the importers, 
The spot price ranges nominally 
from 75 to 76 cents.
